Biafra Gets 
H*lp From 
Americans

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Ameri- 


cans are responding with emo- 
tion— and cash- to the plight of 
children reported starving on 
the other side of the world. 


This time the victims of war 


are the people of Biafra, a tiny 
African country which seceded 
from Nigeria and in the ensuing 
fight was cut off from food and 
medical supplies. 


Church groups and the Inter- 


national Red Cross long.have 
been aware of the tragedy of the 
Biafrans. Millions of dollars, and 
thousands of tons of food.:and 
other supplies have been collect- 
ed around the world, much of it, 
through U.S. churches. 


The supplies, including baby 


food, powdered milk and eggs to 
meet the Biafrans' desperate, 
need for proteins, and medical 
supplies, have been airlifted 
into Biafra's 10,000-square-mile 
cul de sac, surrounded by hos- 
tile territory, In a cloak-and- 
dagger operation— a miniature 
Berlin airlift. 


Many tons of supplies already 


are in African warehouses and 
much more is on the way. For 
example, Church World Service, 
relief arm of the Protestant Na- 
tional Council of Churches, has 
started trucking 500,000 pounds 
of high-protein beans from its 
Saginaw, Mich., depot to Balti- 
more for transport by ship to 
Biafra. 


The Biafrans get only a few 


planeloads of food and medicine 
a day because the relief planes 
must fly at night to avoid Nige- 
rian 
government antiaircraft 


fire, 
landing in the dark on 


makeshift landing strips,

In 1964, about 70.6 million per- 
sons voted. Five per cent of that 
is about 3.5 million votes. 


Harris has McCarthy 43, Nix- 


on 35, eight points or 5.6 milliorr 
votes. 


George Gallup, however, says 


his average deviation from ac- 
curacy since 1948 has been 1.7 
percentage points. In 1960, Gal- 
lup was off less than 1 point. 
Harris, who started in 1963, 
called the 1964 election within 2 
points.
